JOURNAL nnnounced the death of R, B. 
Hayes at Fremont, Ohio. 
The deceased 


•was born at Dtlaware, Ohio, October 4, 
1823, and graduated at Kenyon College 
in 1842. 
He studied law at Harvard 


University, and practiced law at Cincin- 
nati, where in 1856 he was defeated for 
Judge ot tiie Common. Pleas Court. 
He 


was City Solicitor in 1861, when he was 
appointed Mgor of the Twenty-third 
Ohio Infantry and soon alter assigned to 
duty:n West Virginia. He distinguished 
himself at the buttle of South Mountain, 
wbero he was severely wounded :n the 
arm and was appointed Colonel. 
flu 


commanded a l)ri«nd;in General Crook's 
army, and in Muruh, 1865, svus made a 
Brevet M>j'>r G-'neral. 
Ho wa=t twice 


elected to Cnaaress. 
In 1807 
h.9 was 


electi'fl Governor of Ohio and re-elected 
ia 1869. 
la 1873 ho wan defeated for 


Cmgresa aud in 1875 was ;ig.iin elected 
Governor. 
In 187(3 he was the Republi- 


can nominee for Piesidput and received 
a popular vote of 
4,033,000 against 


4,280,000 for 3itnuel J. Tilden. In sev- 
eral States thij electoral vote was claimed 
for each candidate. Tilden had 184 un- 
disputed electoral votes and Hayes 162 
such votes, 185 beiug necessary for a 
choice. For the arbitration of the ques- 
tions la dispute Congress created a Com- 
rLibbion composed of live Senators, five 
Representatives and flvo Judges of the 
Supremo Court, and this Commission by 
a strict party voto of eight to seven gave 
the 23 disputed electoral votes to Mr. 
Hayes, who on March 2, 1877 was du- 
clirecl elected Piesident of the United 
States. 


It was aaid that the Hayes managers 


agreed with leading Southern politicians 
that if 
thfi IIousi of Representatives, 


which was largely Democratic, in joint 
convention with Inn Senate declared the 
result of the electoral count in favor of 
Hayes he would withdraw the Federal 
troops from the South and recognize the 
Democratic State governments in Louis- 
iana and South Cirolinu. 
This was 


known at the time; as the Woimslcy Hotel 
coinp.ict, and whether such an a.reeuauut 
was mado or net, the troops were with- 
drawn and [Iayos refined to recognize 
Kell-jgjz, who by the R-tunrtig Board 
count received over a thousand 
more 


rote' for Governor of L'Hi.sianu than did 
the Hayes electors. 


The administration of Mr. H>yes wns 


noted for its conservatism. 
David M. 


K>iy, an ex Confederate General, who us 
United Status S-nntor fr.itu Tennessee 
declared in tho Si'ii'itu that he did not 
believe Mr. II'iyoH wasek-cted President, 
was appointed Postmaster General by 
Mr. ll'iyes, who did much to conciliate 
the South. 
Alter the expiration of his 


term Mr. Hayes retired to private life in 
OMo and took no active part >n politics 
He was considered an uncnn-titutioaal 
President by 
the Democrats anil do- 


nounci'd by the radical Republicans for 
the mod'initH and cuuciluitory policy of 
his administration. 
In private life he 


was esteemed and inspected by his neigh- 
bors aud was conceded by all to be an 
cxumpl'iry citizen. 


Stephen M. White Klected. 


SAOBAMKNTO, Jan. 18.—Stephen 
M. 


Wuiie ol Los Ang«les was elected United 
States-Senator to-daj by the Iiegieiatnre 
by a majoriiy of two votss. 


The two Houses of the Legislature met 


in joint tension shoitly after noon and in- 
dulged in Bomitifttion speecbi s until a 
quarter after 2 o'clock. Then it was dis- 
covered that McGowan, the Republican

EXPRESSIONS OE SORROW, 


An Executive Order Belative to tie 


Ex-President's Death.

A proposition to amend the Constitu- 


tion of tllu United Status so as to elect 
Senators by popular vote has been agi- 
tated in and out of Congress for some 
years, and the Legislatures of several 
States, in compliance with thu wishes of 
tho people, have mumorializ'd Congress 
to tulopc such iiu ame.udme.ut. 
Uusolu- 


lions 
vvoro accordingly introduced in 


both [louses of Congress proposing the 
change in the Constitution. The joint 
resolution introduced iu the House by 
Chipman of Michigan proposes in lieu of 
tho flrst paragraph of Section :j of Article 
I ot the Constitution and in lieu of so 
maoh of paragraph two ot the same sec- 
tion as relates to the. filling of vacancies, 
nnd in Hull of all of par igraph outi ol 
Section 4 ot said Article I, in so far as 
tho same relates to any authority of Con- 
gress to nviku or alter tho regulations 113 
to tliii times or manner of holding elec- 
tions for Suivitor--, tho following amend- 
ment to tlie Constitution : 


"The 
Soniito of tho United States 


shall be composed of two S"nators !rom 
each State, elected from the State at 
large by the people thereof, for sis years, 
and each Senator shall have one vote. 
Tlio electois ia oxch State shall have the 
qualifications requisite fur electors of the 
most numerous branch of tho State Leg- 
islatures. Tho times, places aud manner 
of polling elections for Senators shall be 
prescribed in each State by the Legisla- 
ture thereof. When vacancies happen in 
the represenfruion of nny State in the 
Senate tho executive authority of such 
State shall issue writs of election to fill 
puch vacancies, provided the Legislature 
of uny State m;iy empower tho Executive 
thereof to make temporary appointments 
until the people fill the vacancies by 
election as the Legislature may direct. 
This amendment shall not be so con- 
strued as to effect the election or term of 
any Senator chosen before it becomes 
valid as part of tho Constitution." 


The Rupubl'cans, led by Lodge and 


Reed, opposed the 
adoption 
of the 


amendment, but it passed, nevertheless, 
aud If aJopted by the Sen'ate \» ill be sub- 
mitted for ratification to tho Legislatures 
of the several States. 


It requires a two-third vote in each 


House of Congress aud tLe approval of 


Appropriation Bill.

which the following executive order wan 
drafted on.l adopted: 


" To the people of the TJuited States. 


Tbe death of Kutheiford B. Hayes, who 
was President of the United States from 
Muroh 4, 1877, to March 4. 1881, at hiu 
home in Fremont, Ohio, at 11 P. M. yester- 
day, 
is an event, the announcement of 


which will be received with very general 
and very sincere sorrow. 
His public serv- 


ice extended over many years aud over a 
wide range of official duty. 
He WHS a pa- 


triotic citizen, a lover of the flag, an indus- 
trious and conscientious civil officer, a 
soldier of dauntless courage, a loyal com- 
rade and friend, a pympathetio and helrjfal 
neighbor aud an honored head of a huppy 
Christian borne, 
He has steadily grown in 


public esteem »nd the impartial historian 
will not foil to recognize his conscientious 
niiuilmeea and 
tbe 
courage -which 
go 


strongly characterized his whole public 
oureer. 
As no expression cf pnblio sorrow, 


it is ordered that the executive mansion 
and tbe Executive Department at Wash- 
ington be draped in mourning and tbe 
flage thereon plactd at half staff for a pe- 
riod of thirty days, and on the day of the 
f anerul all public bnsUeBS departments be 
suspend d and military and naval honors 
under ordets of the Secretaries of War and 
the Navy ba oldered on that day.

James Lick, of San Francisco, wag on 


unlovable millionaire, of whom a curious 
story is told. When a poor youth in 
Pennsylvania ho was rejected by the 
daughter of a wealthy miller on account 
of his poverty. He vowed at that time 
that he would some day build a mill 
that would far surpass that of his sweet- 
heart's father. 
Many years later he 


kept his vow and constructed at Snu 
Jose a mill of highly polished California 
wood valued at $000,000. During his 
lifetime Mr. Lick had few Jilends and 
apparently cared for none. 
He lived 


plainly and -was seen very little in pub- 
lic. 
The larger part of his fortune was 


left to charities and public institutions, 
oue notable bequest being the sum of 
$60,000 for the erection of a statue to 
Key, the author of the "Star Spangled 
Banner." 


While many institutions profited by 


Mr, Lick's posthumous gifts, his most 
famous achievement was the establish- 
ment of the Lick observatory on Mount 
Hamilton, under tho management of the 
University of California. 
Mr. Lick's 


body was placed in 1887 under the base 
of tho pier sustaining the great telescope.
